Honoring a Tree Planting Legend - Scott Wilson 


Recreation and Parks and Zenay Loera from Councilmember Jose Huizar's staff joined North East Trees 
members and family of the late Scott Wilson Monday to plant a new tree in his honor at Yosemite 
Recreation Center. Scott Wilson founded North East Trees and helped plant more than 70,000 native 
oaks and sycamore trees throughout Los Angeles (including the 700 oaks he planted at Occidental 
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College, the founding project in 1989). The new memorial tree replaces an older one that died and had 
to be removed. Mr. Wilson passed away unexpectedly in 2011 after falling while clipping flowers from a 
tree in his Eagle Rock home. He was 89.

Councilmember Huizar Launches Clean Communities Initiative 


Councilmember Huizar has allocated discretionary funds to combine with existing city funds to launch a 
$1.5 million long-term Clean Communities Initiative districtwide. The Council District 14 initiative layers 
existing city services with additional contracted services from local non-profits like Clean and Green and 
the Fuego Tech Rangers to provide community maintenance services and address quality of life issues 
in CD14. 

The goal of the Clean Communities Initiative is to create a consistent and ongoing collaborative 
approach to make our neighborhoods safe and inviting. This includes: 

• Graffiti removal 

• Commercial corridor maintenance 

• Monthly bulky item drop-off dumpsters 

• Weekly roving trucks for enhanced bulky item pickup 

• Additional trashcans on sidewalks 

• Monthly community cleanups 

• New tree planting and maintenance 

• Surveillance cameras for illegal dumping 

• Tree trimming 

• Targeted Sidewalk Repair Program 

Councilmember Huizar kicked off the CD14 Clean Communities Initiative in April with the first location of 
the sidewalk repair program - the Highland Park Senior Center. This came just two weeks after the City 
Council approved $250,000 of CD14 discretionary funds for sidewalk repair. As part of the Clean 
Communities Initiative, Councilmember Huizar also designated another $250,000 for the additional 
non-sidewalk related services highlighted above. 

“CD14 communities are safer than they have been in decades and we have successfully implemented 
‘complete streets’ projects throughout the district, piloting the city’s first parklets and bike corrals, 
building new parks, adding bike lanes and flashing-light crosswalks and revitalizing Broadway and 
Downtown Los Angeles,” said Councilmember Jose Huizar. “That work continues, but I also want to 
re-focus time and energy on improving quality-of-life services cut back due to City budget cuts— the 
Clean Communities Initiative will allow us to do that.” 

While the City of Los Angeles considers potential bond measures and a half-cent sales tax to fix 
sidewalks, the sidewalk repair plan will allow Council District 14 to address some of the worst sidewalks 
in the district immediately and increase quality of life services for constituents. 
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Councilmember Huizar was joined Tuesday morning by City Departments working on the sidewalk 
repair program, seniors from the Highland Park Senior Center, local environmentalists and graffiti 
removal and street cleaning services providers to announce details of the sidewalk repair program and 
his Clean Communities Initiative.
